
Mergers Show Inerease During Past Five Years

You'd almost think that 
mergers are the exception 
and not the rule. Yet in 1964 
there were 1.797 mergers re­ 
ported in trade and invest­ 
ment publications, an in­ 
crease of more than 300 over 
the previous year. This 
means tnat more than seven 
firms of substantial size dis­ 
appeared each work day of 
last year, and this doesn't 
even include insurance and 
transportation companies.

Over the past 10 years 
there have been 1.575 merg­ 
ers in manufacturing and 
mining where at least one of 
the companies involved had 
Assets of more than $100 mil­ 
lion. Nearlv 900 of these mer-

gers look place in the last 
five years.
